Mass., who 
ruled that a drunken driver whose car killed 
two persons could not be held for man­ 
slaughter because he had been too drunk 
to know what he was doing. 
The judge's reasoning is perfectly clear, 
once you examine it. 
A charge of manslaughter, he explained, 
must be based on “wilful, wanton, and reck­ 
less'' conduct. At the time of the accident 
the driver in question was drunk, terribly 
drunk. Consequently, said the judge, “he was 
not in a position to form a judgment or ex­ 
ercise his will,” hence he could not be “will­ 
ful, wanton and reckless” in his conduct, and 
so the manslaughter charge fell through. 
It must be added that the judge did see 
his way clear to send the man to jail for 
six months and fine him $200 on a series of 
drunken-driving charges. 
What gets overlooked in this sort of argu­ 
ment, of course, is the inescapable fact that 
although a man may not be responsible for 
what he does while drunk, he most certainly 
is responsible for getting drunk in the first 
place. No one holds a gun at his head and 
makes him drink. If. having drunk, he 
can’t behave, he ought to take the respon­ 
sibility. 
Which get us back to the Massachusetts 
judge. 
What he says about willful, wanton, and 
reckless conduct may be quite true.
